The Irish-American longshore- 
man’s son was born in Greenwich 
. Village. Oddly enough, he wasn’t

him James Joseph. His baby sister 
aouldn’t say James, she called him 
something that sounded like Gene 
and the James J., around which 
Corbett and Jeffries wove. a fight- 
ing record, was dropped for the 
name of the baby sister’s choosing. 


Early Wanted Education. 


Gene attended parochial school 
fought with the neighborhood boys, 
broke windows, and dived from the 
harves with the other youths of 
he village.

RESISTING. THE ELEMENTS 


The steel skeleton building has demonstrated 
its ability to withstand earthquake and hurri- 
cane, as tested-at San Francisco and Miami. 
Reinforced concrete construction also defies 
these forces of nature, and both steel and con- 
crete are, of course, proof against fire. The 
wind velocity at Miami is popularly supposed 
to have been 130 miles an hour, but nobody 
knows what the velocity was. It was sufficient 
to destroy buildings which would.go unscathed 
through a 60-mile gale. It is said that some 
steel skyscrapers are built to.withstand a wind 
velocity of 300 miles an hour. Whatever the 
margin of safety may be, it was enough to 
save the ta!l buildings at Miami. 

The few steel skeleton buildings at Tokyo 
and Yokohama survived repeated shocks in 
the catastrophe that destroyed those cities. The 
Japanese earthquakes were much more severe 
than the quake at San Francisco. Hence it 
may be assumed that steel skeleton buildings, 
well anchored on proper foundations, are the 
best that man can do in his contest with the 
elements. There is no escape from annihila- 
tion when a volcano bursts forth and flings 
bedrock aside, or when abysses swallow up 
cities, or when seas overwhelm them; but such 
convulsions of nature are few, indeed. If 
Miami, in rebuilding, takes care to provide 
against danger of flood, earthquake, fire and 
hurricane, the city will have reason to believe 
that it will live forever. 


PRECINCT MAGISTRATES. 


The request of the District commissioners 
to six civic and trade associations that they 
appoint delegates to a body to investigate and 
discuss the magistrate court system of hand- 
ling petty cases should be heeded post haste. 
Congestion in police court is increasing daily. 
No relief is in sight until such time as the 
new Police Court building, authorized by the 
last session of Congress, can be: constructed. 
Until then, however, it seems probable that 
the magistrate system as practiced in Chicago 
and other cities can do much to relieve a dis- 
tressing condition. 

Minor cases should be quickly disposed of, 
without wasting the time of court attaches, 
witnesses and defendants. Inadvertent over- 
staying of a parking time limit, for example, 
should not necessitate, as it so frequently does 
in Washington, an all-day vigil in police court 
waiting for the case to be called. There seems 
to be no reason why the time of a judge should 
be consumed in collecting such a fine. A 
system of magistrate courts, functioning in 
each precinct station, before which petty of- 
fenders may appear, seenis to be the logical 
modern method of court administration. Oper- 
ating as an integral part of the police court 
system, with carefully kept records so that 
habitual offenders may be sent immediately 
before police court judges, it would seem aun 
excellent solution of the petty offense prob- 
lem. 


PREFERENTIAL TARIFFS. . 


It is reported that Australia has withdrawn 


Africa, and will restore a straight tariff rate 
with no discounts to anybody. 


Great Britain has in operation now what is 
known as an imperial preferential ‘tariff, 
granting special tariff rates to those colonies 
and dominions which grant special tariff rates 
to Great Britain. The purpose is to secure for 
Great Britain larger markets in her dominions 
for manufactured goods. 

Canada has what is called the triple tariff 
scheme; one rate called the standard rate, one 
rate called the high rate for countries not 
granting special privileges to Canada, and a 
third rate, called the reciprocal rate, for coun- 


tries granting special rates to Canada. Im- 
ports from,Great Britain are admitted at 
Canada’s lowest rates; imports from the 


United States pay Canada’s highest rates. 
This scheme of reciprocity in tariff rates 
was tried in the American tariff of 1897, but it 
amounted to little or nothing. It was sup- 
planted by what was known as the maximum 
and minimum rate in the tariff of 1909. It 
brought small benefits, and caused trouble 
and dispute. The tariff of 1922 grants the 
President power to in¢rease import duties in 
cases where a foreign country discriminates 
against the commerce of the United States. 
Preferential tariffs based on reciprocity not 
only destroy the rule of equality of treatment, 
but, like the most favored nation clause in 
commercial treaties, tend to break down the 
whole plan of protection. 
or preferential tariffs one country is granted 
a lower rate than another, the country dis- 
criminated against immediately demands the 
same treatment.

MR. MACK’S PREDICTIONS. 


Norman E. Mack, member of the Democratic 
national committee for New York, is quoted | 
as making ‘three very important political pre- 
dictions. Mr. Mack believes that the ‘“two- 
thirds rule’ will be abandoned in the next 
convention and that the will of the majority 
will prevail. Mr. Mack is further quoted as 
predicting that another archaic political relic, 
the unit rule, will likewise be cast into limbo. 
Lastly, Mr. Mack is quite confident that the 
Democratic national convention of 1928 will 
select Gov, “Al’’ Smith as thé party's. stand- 
ard bearer, and “it goes without saying’’—as 
President Arthur once remarked to the disgust 
of the language purists—that Mr. Mack re- 
gards the governor's election as the successor 
to President Coolidge as a foregone conclusion. 
There are many other members of the na- 
tional committee from the North and East who 
hope that the prediction of the able former 
chairman of the committee as to the end of 
the unit rule and the two-thirds rule will prove 
prophetic. But there is as yet no outstanding 
Sign that the Southern States will give their 
consent to the abrogation of two of the rules 
of procedure which are such valuable political 
weapons in the hands of the delegates from 
the ‘‘solid South,’ and there is still a very 
serious doubt as to the ability of the support- 
ers of Gov. Smith to secure the advantage 
which would accrue to them and their candi- 
date through the desired shpat in the con- 
vention’'s rules. 

It is generally conceded that Gov. 
have a very hard fight on his hands to obtain 
the nomination unless his managers succeed 
in their efforts to bring about the changes 
which they so eloquently advocate. And in 
the event of the success of the New York gov- 
ernor in the convention it will be interesting 
to watch the developments of the campaign, 
As the man most interested in the success of 
the ticket Mr. Smith will naturally insist upon 
naming the chairman of the national commit- 
tee. Should he decide upon a Democrat from 
his own State physically better able to bear 
the brunt of a campaign than is Mr. Mack, the 
latter would be compelled to resign from the 
committee, as the rules of the organization re- 
quire that the chairman must be a member of 
the committee itself. But there is no Democrat 
in New York State who is wiser in the political 
game than Norman Mack. 


A STORM IN NEW YORK 


The political weather forecast for Monday, 
September 27, indicates violent storms around 
the convention hall in Syracuse, New York. 
Following the formation of a well-prepared 
slate in Albany during the week of September 
18, disturbances were noticed in the political 
atmosphere in nearly all the up-State counties 
where the antagonists of the Tammany domi- 
nation of the politics of the State are most em- 
phatically resentful. The cumulate clouds 
of discontent over the action of the bosses 
centered around the person of Capt. George K. 
Shuler, late of the marine corps, who is the 


up-State candidate for comptroller. Shuler, 
after resigning from the “devil dogs,’ served 
Ywo years as treasurer of New York. His an- 


cestors were German, but his activities in 
France were decidedly anti+Teutonic. He is 
the candidate alike of the younger element of 
the party and the people of that portion of 
New York usually designated as ‘‘up-State.” 

The former captain of marines has the earn- 
est support of Franklin D. Roosevelt, former 
Assistant Secretary of the Navy. Until the self- 
constituted “‘leaders’’ at their Albany meeting 
last week decided upon a slate in which the 
name of Shuler was not included it was the 
general belief that the former marine officer 
would be nominated for comptroller without 
question. But the Tammany slate does not 
contain his name, with the result that up-State 
is in revolt; Franklin Roosevelt is furious, the 
leaders are rattled, and the indications are that 
when the convention assembles next Monday in 
Syracuse the ‘‘doings”’ there are likely to be as 
lively as were those of the hi#toric gathering 
in Madison Square Garden in 1924.

Concerning ‘‘Bloody Hands,” 

To The Editor of The Post—Sir: 
As a traveller, returned: from ten 
months of investigation of condi- 
tions in the Near East, I find myself 
rather dazed to discover America 
still in the throes of a hatred based 
on a misconception. 

During my absence from the 
country, it appears, a heated con- 
troversy has raged over the rati- 
fication of the Lausanne treaty 
with Turkey. The impression seems 
prevalent that the Turks are still 
killing Christians; that Armenian 
atrocities are still current; and that 
orphan victims of Turkish malevol- 
ence are still on the brink of star- 
vation, to be rescued only by well- 
organized but frantic appeals for 
succor. 

These three statements are en- 
tirely at variance with the facts, 
which any one may ascertain who 
will go to the scene.° 

As for Turkey itself, the one new 
nation in Asia that has thus far 
succeeded in putting into effect the 
Wilson principles, which were its 
slogan of victory in its 1920-22 war 
with European imperialism, I 
found the people forward-looking, 
and eager to forget the past, with 
its tragic crimes and blunders, caus- 
ed by the sort of politics which pre- 
vailed at Constantinople under the 
pre-war regime of Europe and the 
sultans. The Nationalist Turkey of 
today is a new nation, in spirit as 
well as in constitution and borders.

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DEATHS BY CANCER 


INCREASING AS LIFE. 


SPAN 1S EXTENDED 


Conservative Campaign Has 
Brought Change, Sym- 
posium Is Told. 


~ X-RAYS AND RADIUM 
GOOD IN SKIN CASES 


Major Forms of the Malady, 
Asserts Doctor, Are Due 
to Human Habits. 


Lake Mohonk, N. Y., Sept. 23 
(By A. P.).—The probability that 
a 10-year-old boy ultimately will 
die from cancer increased 47.3 per 
cent in the last fifteen years, while 
the hazard among girls of the same 
age is increased 21.4 per cent. Dr. 
Louis I. Dublin, of New York, stat- 
istician of the Metropolitan Life 
Insurance Co., told the symposium 
of the American Society for the 
Control of Cancer, here today. A 
boy of 10 in 1924 had nearly nine 
chances in 100 of dying from the 
disease and a girl of the same age 
had twelve chances in 100 of uiti- 
Mately succumbing to it, he as- 
serted. 

Pointing out that the life con- 
servation campaign of the last two 
or three decades had saved millions 
of people in the early adult ages 
and transferred them to those ages 
where they are most exposed to the 
effect. of cancer and other ailments, 
characteristic of advanced years, 
Dr. Dublin said: 

“We are now confronted with a 
new situation because of the reduc- 
tion in the mortality from other 
conditions. This is bound to con- 
tinue, for with every improvement 
in the conditions of life in the early 
ages, more and more people will ap- 
proach the later period when the 
mepulation is exposed to the cancer 
menace.” 


Federation Is Proposed. 


Cancer as a noncommunicable 
cell, rather than one of parasitic 
origin, was discussed by Dr. Gus- 
tave Roussy, of the University~ of 
Paris medical faculty. Recent work 
“tends to strengthen the truth” 
that cancer is not due to a living 
agent comparable to those respon- 
sible for the infectious disease and 
that it is not hereditary, Dr. Roussy 
asserted. 

A proposal for an international 
federation of national societies en- 
listed in the fight against cancer Is 
under consideration by the general 
committee of the cancer symposium.

Use of X-Rays. 


The use of radium and X-rays 
in treating cancer wag the princi- 
pal topic at today’s sessions. Dr. 
Regaud asserted that in treatment 
of skin cancers'the use of X-rays 
and radium ‘‘give results. equal to 
those of surgery, and in their en- 
semble probably are superior. 

‘In other forms of cancer,” he 
said, ‘“‘the advance made by radio- 
logical methods is much less. Em- 
ployed alone they do not furnish 
more than _=§ palliative results,’ al- 
though these, too, are important.’”’ 

Dr. Robert L. Greenough, of 
Boston, member of the Harvard 
cancer commission, declared that by 
deep radiation of X-rays or radium 
the progress of cancer could be re- 
tarded and its symptoms alleviated, 
but that there was ‘‘no justification 
in many cases for expecting to ob- 
tain a permanent cure.’’ 

The major forms of cancer are 
due to chronic irritation and are 
therefore. preventable, . said Dr. 
James Ewing, professor of path- 
ology at the Cornell university 
medical schools in a paper last 
night. Cancers of the mouth, lips, 
tongue, and -tonsils, he asserted, 
are due in large measure to bad 
teeth, tuberculosis and syphils, or 
to such irritants as improperly 
fitted dental plates, while gastric 
cancer is -traceable to ‘‘habitual 
abuse of the stomach.”’ 

Since the major forms of cancer 
are largely the result of human 
habits and bad habits, Dr. Ewing 
said, a certain intelligent reforma- 
tion of the habits of the race must 
be accomplished before cancer pre- 
vention can show. very tangible re- 
sults. There is all the more need 
of approaching the subject with a

As a result of the adoption of 
the report ‘the United States will 
be invited to _participate in the 
drawing up of a special protocol 
which will translate the five Amer- 
ican reservations into the language 
of the court and the covenant of 
the League of. Nations. After ad- 
journment the delegates began 
signing the final act embodying a 
draft of the protocol, which will be 
forwarded to Washington both in 
behalf of the conference and the 
individual states involved. 

The protocol as finally agreed 
upon, after considerable debate, 
will give the right to the powers 
in the court to withdraw their ap- 
proval of American reservations if 
they see fit later. These denuncia- 
tions, however, would be operative 
only for two of the reservations of- 
fered by the United States. 


Affects Clause on Opinions. 


These are fteservation four, 
whereby the statute for the court 
can not be amended without the 
consent cf the United States, and 
reservation five whereby the court 
can not entertain requests for ad- 
visory opinions touching on dis- 
putes in which the United States 
has or claims an interest, without 
the consent of that country. 

In adjourning the conference 
President van Eysinga frankly ad- 
mitted that he did not know what 
attitude the United States. would 
take. “‘We have built a bridge,’’ he 
said. ‘‘Let us hope that America 
will cross it. Our constitutional dif- 
ficulties in drafting this reply cer- 
tainly have been greater than was 
dreamed of in the United States 
when the reservations were formu- 
lated. We look to the United States 
to resume her place in: the pacific 
settlement of international con- 
flicts.”’ 

The powers’ replies give the 
United States satisfaction concern- 
ing the reservations on advisory 
opinions, provided the League of 
Nations council requests these by 
unanimity, but does not if a ma- 
jority vote of the council suffices.

ONLY UNLIKELY BREAK 


All Sections of Country Con- 
tribute to the Great 
Volume of Traffic. 


By WILLIAM P. HELM, Jr. 

One million carloads of freight 
& week since last January— such is 
the average volume of traffic over 
Class 1 railroads this year, accord- 
ing to a compilation of returns to 
the American Railway association. 
The figures also show that no week 
has fallen below the 1,000,000 car 
mark, save the three including holi- 
days, since the latter part of April. 

By comparison it is ndted that 
prior to 192% the railroads had 
failed to haul so much as 1,000,000 
carloads of freight in 
week of their history, one. 
The 1,000,000 car week came in 
with the 1923 prosperity wave and 
was a rarity of prime magnitude 
even in those flush days. 

During the present year, 
ever, loadings over the _ entire 
twelve months wil) average more 
than 1,000,000 a waek unless there 
is an unexpected collapse of busi- 
ness. Indications at the moment 
are that the average will not fall 
far below 1,100,000 cars for the 
remaining week of September or 
during October. 

To this record volume of traffic 
all sections of ‘the sountry have 
contributed. Coal loadings, which 
constitute more than a fourth of 
all the freight tonnage hauled, have 
been unusually heavy this year, 
both of anthracite and bituminous. 
They are expected to follow the 
seasonal tendency and increase ma- 
terially up to December 1. 


Roads Beat Record. 


Any one suspecting the building 
boom is nearing a collapse would 
do well to consider the latest avail- 
able information compiled by the 
Interstate Commerce Commission as 
to the volume of building macerials 
hauled. Thus far, the railroads 
have hauled more materials of that 
sort this year than during any com- 
parable period in this history. Some 
of the materials commonly used in 
building operations, however, also 
are used in. highway construction 
and maintenance and as there is no 
way of telling from the record how 
large a percentage was 80 used, the 
returns do not pojnt conclusively to 
a banner year for building con- 
struction. 

Automobile shipments over the 
railroads also constitute a new 
record for the first half of the year. 
The volume of lumber hauled ranks 
up well with the record-breaking 
quantity transported last year. 

Live stock loadings and loadings

of grain and other farm products 
top the figures of last year. Those 
figures, however, did not constitute 
a record, having been surpassed in 
1924. Shipme:ts of ore show their 
usual fluctuation but point to the 
establishment of a higher volume 
than last year’s shipments. The 
iron and steel trades have been 
booming of late and their prosperity 
has been reflected in unusual haul- 
ings of their raw materials. 

More than a fourth of al] the 
freight hauled by the railroads is 
composed of merchandise shipped in 
less than carload lots. This year 
has been no exception, to date, in 
that respect, the volume of such 
freight having shown an increase to 
date over the shipments during the 
same period of 1925. 


South Has Biggest Increase. 


In tonnage, the of 
mines—coal, ore, &¢.—constitute 
about 55 per cent of all the freight 
hauled by the railroads this year. 
This shows little variation from the 
proportion of previous years, for 
while the total tonnage this year is 
g.eater than usual, the gain is off- 
set by greater tonnage of other com- 
“modities as well. 

For convenience, the Interstate 
Commerce Commission divides the 
United States into three districts. 
Thus far this year the greatest in- 
crease in the volume of freight 
hauled has been reported by rail- 
roads of the Southern district. The

bureau of railway economics esti-: 


mates that Southern roads picked 
up somewhat more than 10 per cent 
over the corresponding period in 
1925; Eastern roads have increased 
their haulings by somewhat more 
than 8 per cent during the same pe- 
riod and Western roads by some- 
what less than 5% per cent. Much 
of the increase in the-South is due 
to greater coal loadings. 

During July, however, these 
trends were upset, partly by the 
geasonal crop movement. 
that month the Southern roads 
reported only a 7 per cent increase 
in traffic over July, 1925. Eastern 
roads reported a gain of nearly 9 
per cent, while Western roads 
hauled more than 12% per cent

Tommy Burns was first to 

annex the crown on a decision. 

He defeated Melvin Hart, who 

was presented with the title by 

Jeffries when the latter retired 

in 1905, in 20 rounds. 

Jack Johnson relieved Tommy 
Burns of the honor three years later 
by a decision, after police had 
stopped their match at Sydney, Aus- 
tralia, in the fourteenth: round. 

John L. Sullivan, the last of the 
bare knuckle champions, came into 
the title by knocking out Paddy 
Ryan, and later, Jake Kilrain.

Sesqui arena tonight was as bad as 
running an old-time gantlet or pass- 
ing through the customs line at a 
port of entry.

IS STUNNING CLIMAX 


Challenger’s Wet Gloves Slash Way to Vic- 
tory in Driving Rain—Jack Far From 
Champion of Old—Gene Quickly Realizes 

His Opponent Is Slow and Easy to Hit. 


INGSIDE, Sesquicentennial Stadium, Philadelphia, Sept. 
23 (By A. P.).—Gene Tunney, the fighting marine, is the 


new heavyweight champion of the world. He dethroned | 


Jack Dempsey, king for the last seven years, tonight by smash- 
ing his way to decisive victory in a ten-round match that went 
the limit and furnished one of the greatest upsets in boxing 


history. 


Dempsey, only a shell of. his old fighting self, was outboxed 
and outfought from start to finish, groggy and bleeding in a 
one-sided battle that was decided in a driving rain before a 
record crowd of 132,000 spectators. 


This great throng, forming a 
spectacle unprecedented in sports 
annals, paid close to $2,000,000 to 
witness a match that fell far from 
the sensational heights expected of 
it. 

Stunned at first by the amazing 
slowness, the lethargy and lack of 
old fighting fire in the champion’s 
attack, the dripping throng 
cheered on the challenger as he 
steadily hammered and battered his 
way to triumph, piling up points 
that gave him an overwhelming 
margin and earned him ihe unani- 
mous decision of the judges. 

UNNEY, reaching the 
pinnacle of a fighting ca- 
reer that started when he 
was a buck private in the ranks 
of the marines, fought a mas- 
terful battle, outgeneralling 

Dempsey at nearly every turn, 

as well as outpunching the 

champion with convincing ease. 


The battling product of the side- 
walks of New York’s Greenwich 
village, at the age of 28, fairly won 
his laurels and cleanly demon- 
Strated his right to the purple rébes 
of pugilism. 

But the handsome, rugged chal- 
lenger dethroned a man who came 
to the end of the championship 
trail with few weapons and less 
ere to defend his place at the 
op. 

Dempsey entered the ring a 
4-to-1 favorite, backed as heavily 
as any champion in history. Ex- 
perts had proclaimed him fit, in 
spite of his three-year lay-off: but, 
except for a gallant stand and a 
few flashes of his old self, he was 
outclassed. 

Dempsey was far from the furi- 
ous fighter, the ‘tiger man,’’ who 


-Smashed his way to sensational vic- 


tories over Jess Willard, Georges | 


Carpentier and Luis Firpo. Gone 
was the devastating punch, the furi- 
ous aggressiveness, that marked 
him as one of the most feared men 
in the ring. 


Instead, he seemed in a daze 
from the start, unable at any time 
to sustain his attack for more than 
a few seconds. Occasionally he 
connected with long left or right 
hooks to the head and body, but 
these no more than jarred the chal- 
lenger temporarily. Always Tun- 
ney came back, punching with 
rights and lefts from the shoulder, 
rocking Dempsey’s head with short 
but powerful blows. 


T was Tunney’s terrific 
right-hand blows to _ the 
head, chin and ribs that de- 
cided the battle. This blow, de- 
livered like a ram-rod, broke up 
Dempsey’s rushes, epened. cuts 
about his face and finally, in 
the last round, closed his left 
eye completely. ; 
Dempsey was a sorry sight in the 
final round as Tunney, realizing 
victory and the goal of his fighting 
career was in his grasp, threw cau- 
tion to the winds and lashed the 
champion about the ring. 
Dempsey, 
bored in, but he only succeeded in 
taking a steady stream of punish- 
ment. With one eye closed, blood 
dripped from a. gash under the 
titleholder’s right eye, his mouth 
was cut and he was reeling, his 
knees wobbly under the furious 
shower of Tunney’s attack.

FOR FIRE PREVENTION 


Especially Urges 
Farmers to Join in Obser- 
vance, October 3-9. 


President Coolidge has issued a 
proclamation designating the week 
beginning Sunday, October 3, as 
‘Fire prevention week,’ He called 
on State and municipal officers, cler- 
gy, the press and other elements to 
join in the movement that week to 
reduce the annual waste caused by 
fire.

Work Begun on First River 


Pier on Potomac Near 
Lincoln Memorial. 


First concrete for the Arlington 
bridge was poured yesterday. It 
was for the first river pier just off 
the Washington shore of the Poto- 
mac, near the Lincoln memorial.

Adjustment Due to Promo-|

A conference between school offi- 
cilals and junior high school teach- 
ers whose salary and official status 
affected by a recent de- 
cision of Comptroller McCarl was 
held yesterday, by authorization of 


the board of education, at the 
Franklin building. 
Present were 39 teachers, school 


officials and several board members. 
The conference disclosed that in 
more than half of the cases of ad- 
justment of teachers’ salaries by 
promotion from 2C to 2A junior 
high school classification, teachers 
““‘may be required’ to refund va- 
rious sums ranging from $100 to 
$500, to be balanced in later vears 
by a maximum salary $400 higher 
than the 2A classification. 
Approximately one-third of the 
teachers affected, it was revealed, 
would probably gain by the adjust- 
ment from $1090 to $500. It was 
the consensus of opinion that teach- 
ers could not be granted the privi- 
lege of election to remain in their 
present status, on the basis of ad- 
ministrative or executive discretion. 
Board members and school offi- 
cials expressed regret that teachers 
may be required to make refunds, 
and pledged thorough consideration 


of individual cases where facts 
might indicate injustice done in- 
dividual teachers.
